Washington, January 16.—(Special.) 
Interesting rumors ate reaching Wash- 
ington to the effect that Judge Andrew 
J. Cobb, of Athens, may figure conspic- 
vuously as the candidate for the United 
States senate who is to stand for the 
administration against the assaults and 
the open antagonism of Senator Hard- 
wick. 

If the reports that reach here are 
true, this suggestion is coming from 
all points of Georgia to Judge Cobb. 
His consent to become a candidate 
would make a straight issue between 
him and Senator Hardwick on a “for” 
and “against”. administration platform. 

First Outspeken Leader. 

It will be recalled that Judge Cobb 

was the first man in Georgia to openly 


resent the attack on the attitude of 
President Woodrow Wilson as regards 
the war measures. 

This happened on the occasion of the 
memorable commencement of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, at Athens last June, 
when Senator Hoke Smith got a frost 
there by devoting his baccalaureate ad- 
dress to an attack on President Wilson.

Coal: Order 


Showing AllRegualations 


That Mast 
Practically All bilan 
Affected Except Railroads, 
Domestic Consumers, Pub- 
lic Utilities, Strictly Gov- 
ernment Plants and Few 
Others. 


Washington, January 16.— An 
abstract of the coal order, which 
was said to cover all of its pro 
visions given out by the fuel ad- 
ministration, follows: 

“1. Until further order of the 
United States fuel administrator, 
all persons selling. fuel in ‘what- 
ever capacity shall give preference 
to orders for necessary require- 
ments. 

“(a) Of railroads: 

“(b) Of domestic consumers, 
bospitals, charitable institutions 
and army and navy cantonments; 

“(c) Of pwhblic utilities, tele- 
phones and telegraph plants; 

“{(d) Of ships and vessels for 
bunker purposes; 

“(e) Of the United States for 
strictly government purposes, not 
including orders from or for fac- 
tories or plants working on con- 
tracts for the United States; 

“(f) Of municipal, county or state 
gevernments for necessary public 
uses; 

“(g) Of manufacturers of perish- 
able food or of food for necessary 
immediate consumption. 


“The order further provides that 


on January: .18,.16;° 20,32 and 22, . 
1918, no fuel shall be delivered to 
any person, firm, association ot 
corporation for any uses or require- 
ments included in the foregoing 
list until the requirements includ- 
ed in the list shall have been first 
delivered. 
The Plants Excepted. 

“On the following days, namely, 
January 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22, 1918, 
and also on each and every Monday 
beginning January 28, 1918, and 
continuing up to and including 
March, 25, 1918, no manufacturing 
x ou burn fuel or use power 
deriv from fuel for any purpese ' 
except: 

“(a) Such plants as from their 
nature must be continuously op- 
erated seven days each week, to 
avoid serious injury to the plant 
itself or contents. 

‘“*(b) Manufacturers 
able food. 

“(c) Manufacturers of food not. 
perishable and not in immediate 
demand who may burn fuel to such 
an extent as is authorized by the 
fuel administrator of the state in 
which such plant is located or by 
his representative authorized there- 
for, upon application by the United 
States food administrator.

McCumber Tells Senate 
Way Things Are Going in 
Washington War Will Be 
Lost-Time to Quit Boast- 
ing. 


Washington, January 16.—Senator 
McCumber, of North Dakota, today 
fave the senate a gloomy picture of 
the position of the United States and 
her allies in emphasizing his plea for 
radical speeding up of the shipbuild- 
ing program. He, declared England 
was now bearing the brunt of the war 
and asked “how long can she stand 
this strain?” The United States must 
send 6,000,000 troops to balance the 
manpower of the céntral powers, he 
said, and 7,000,000 would be needed to 
make the Germans retreat. 

“Russia and Rumania are out of the 
war,’ asserted Senator McCumber, 
Italy under the heel of the conqueror, 
able to make any headway. The wall 
of opposition at the eastern end of 
the battle line in continental Europe is 
crumbling. Who can say how long 
Italy can or will withstand the Teu- 
tonic pressure. Optimistic indeed 


must be the man who will say a single 
year without additional support. With 
Italy undéh the heel of the conqueror, 
with France assailed in the flank, who 
can prophesy that that country will 
not quickly be brought under the heel 
of the same conquéror and England’s 
army left to battle against overwheim- 
ing numbers. This is delineating two 
things. First, the exact situation as 
it now is and, second, the possibilities 
of the future, and it is presented with 
the hope that we will at least partial- 
ly awaken to a realization of what is 
before us.” 


Boasting Won’t Win War. 


Senator McCumber said the idea 
that pointing out our weaknesses dis- 
couraged the American people and en- 
couraged the enemy was a mistaken 
one and declared that “we must now 
learn that lesson—that boasting will 
not win this war.” He said he was 
tired of hearing argument that Ger- 
many would be reduced to submission 
by starvation and stated that the cen- 
tral powers control three times as 
much territory in Europe as does the 
allies. The balance of resources held 
by this country, he said, should not 
be considered until there was tonnage 
to carry men and products across the 
seas, 

“The entente 
reached their limit,” he said. 
ance the manpower of the central 
powers this country would have 
send 6,000,000 men,” and argued that 
another million was necessary to over- 
balance the geographical gdvantage 
of the central nations and 
million if the United States and 
allies wished to be the aggressor, 
other words 7,000,000 to make 
Germans retreat.

We 
know we shall require 5,000,000 men in 
France before we can ever hope to 
equalize the forces of the powers pit- 
ted against each other. Where is our 
shipping? Where is it coming from? 
Possibly God knows; certainly neither 
the shipping board nor the navy de- 
partment knows.”

torical events and their relations. 


RUSSIAN-JAPANESE WAR 
HASTENED REVOLUTION, 

The war merely hastened the out- 
break of the revolution; but for that 
very reason it also weakened it. For 
had the revolution developed as a re- 
sult of the organic growth of inner 
forces, it would have come later, but 
would have been far stronger and more 
systematic. Therefore, revolution has 
no real interest in war. This is the 
first consideration. And the second 
thing is, that while the Russo- 
Japanese war weakened czarism, it 
strengthened Japanese militarism. The 
same considerations apply in a still 
higher degree to the present German- 
Russian war. 

In the course of 1912-1914 Russia’s 
enormous industrial development once 
for all pulled the country out of its 
state of counter-revolutionary depres- 
sion. 


The growth of the revolutionary 
movement on the foundation of the 
economic and political condition of the 
laboring masses, the growth of opposi- 
tion in broad strata of the pupulation, 
led to a new period of storm and stress. 
But in contrast to the years 1962-1905, 
this movement developed in a far moPfe 
conscious, systematic manner and, 
what is more, was based on a far 
broader social foundation. It néeded 
time to mature, but it did not need 
the lances of the Prussian Samurwi. 
On the contrary, the Prussion Samurai 
gave the czar the opportunity of play- 
ing the role of defender of the Serbs, 
the Belgians and the French. 

If we pre-suppose a  catastrophal 
Russian defeat, the war may bring a 
quicker outbreak of the revolution, 
but at the cost of ita inner weakness. 
And if the revolution should even gain 
the upper hand under such circum- 
stances, then the bayonets of the 
Hohenzollern armies would be turned 
on the revolution. Such a prospect 
can hardly fail to paralyze Russia's 
revolutionary forces; for it is impos- 
sible to deny the fact that the party 
of the German proletariat stands be- 
hind the Hohenzollern bayonets. But 
this is only one side of the question. 


GERMAN VICTORY MEANS 
EUROPEAN POLITICAL CHAQS., 

The defeat of Russia necessarily pre- 
supposes decisive victories by Germany 
and Austria on the other battlefields, 
and this would mean the enforced pres- 
ervation of the national political 
chaos in central and southeastern Eu- 
rope and the unlimited mastery of Ger- 
man militarism in all Europe. 

An enforced disarmament for France, 
billions in indemnities, enforced tariff 
walls around the conquered nations,

Noth- 
ing Was more distasteful to these na- 
tionalistic agitators, the Trué Russians 
and pan-Slavists, than the news of the 
great peace demonstration of the Ger- 
man social democracy. Oh, how they 
would have rejoiced had the contrary 
been the case, had they been able to 
say to the Russian proletariat, ‘There, 
you see, the German social democrats 
stand at the head of those who are in- 
citing the war against Russia!’ And 
the little father in St. Petersburg would 
also have breathed a sigh of relief and 
said, ‘That is the news I wanted to 
hear. Now the backbone of my most 
dangerous enemy, the Russian revolu- 
tion, is broken.

Two councilmen have selected the 
vacant lot owned by the city on Fort 
street as the logical place tv move 
undesirable city institutions from their 
present locations. 

Cuvuncilman J. L. Carpenter, of the 
ninth ward, has long dreamed of the 
aLandonment of the stockade and the 
erection of a jail on the Fort street 
lot and Councilman W. H. Johnson, 
of the fifth ward, argues that the 
city sanitary department stables should 
be moved from Maddox park to Fort 
street. 

When Mr. Carpenter learned of Mr. 
Johnson's desires in this direction at 
the meeting of the finance committee 
Wednesday he promptly agreed that it 
would be a good idea to move the 
stables. 

“We could build a structure large 
enough to have the prisoners upstairs 
and the horses on the ground floor,” 
Sugmested Mr. Carpenter, 

In discussing his proposition eg 
Johnson said there was a great deal 
of complaint from residents located | 
in the Maddox park section on ac-- 
count of the location of the stables 
there and this complaint would not be! 
made if they were moved to Fort 
street. He also pointed out that the 
Fort street location would be more 
central and would save a great deal 
of lost motion and unnecessary driv- 
ing. 

Mr. Carpenter points out that the 
daily average number of prisoners in 
the stockade has been reduced from 
153 to 61 since prohibition became ef- 
fective and generally enforced. These 
sixty-one prisoners, he said, are keep- 
ing 100 acres of extremely valuable 
land in the city limits from being de- 
veloped. He believes the stockade 
should be abandoned and three or' 
four acres of the ground used for 
school yards, while the remaining , 
should be sold for residential develop- 
ment.

Germans Feigned Death

so that the water would flow freely. 
He had passed half way through the 
group when one of the Germans sto p- 
ped his work suddenly and called out: 
“Hello, Joc! What are you doing over 
here?" 

The officer walked up to the man 
and found he was a youth he had 
known in Boston before the war. 

“Joe,” the German went on, “this is 
funny, isn’t it? The last time I saw you 
was in Beacon street. I went back to 
Germany to visit an aunt just before 
the war began. Unluckily I had not 
been naturalized in the United States, 
and they grabbed me and put me in the 
army. They also -got four friends of 
mine, 

“We fixed it up so we are all now 
prisoners. At the battle of the Marne 
my friends and I simply played fead 
until the French came up. n we 
surrendered, and have been. poner: 
ever since.” 

When asked what he thought of the 
United States being in whe war, the 
youth is said to have cautiously wink- 
ed in the direction of his German com- 
rades and resumed digging.

{immediate action. 
| The most urgent matter is to get the 
freight houses cleared so that merchan- 
dise now standing in cars may be unloaded 
and the tracks cleared for other ship- 


menta 

The difficulty arises largely from the 
fact that the bulk of merchandise ac- 
cumulated in freight warehouses is owned 
by a multitude of small dealers who have 
allowed it to lie there until the warehouses 
are overcrowded. Prompt action by these 
consignees in removing their freight would 
immediately relieve the situation. 

Drastic Action Possible. 

The raliroad agents have the authority if 
this freight is not immediately removed, to 
engage warehouses and drays, cart the mer- 
chandise out of the warehouses and store it 
where the owners must pay drayage, stor- 
age and insurance until the freight is re- 
moved. The Atlanta Freight bureau is work- 
ing on this problem with railroad agents 
through a joint committee, which has already 
arranged a great deal of warehouse space, 
and if accumulated freight is not quickly 
removed by the owners, they will find 
themselves confronted with charges for 
drayage insurance and. storage. This ex- 
tra charge will be a considerable tax on 
their businesg, put it will be a just penalty 
if they fail t 1ove their freight promptly. 

The ciearing® ip of railroad yards requires 
the vigorous co-operation of railroad offi- 
clals because the present congestion is not 
wholly due to the consignees. A combina- 
tion of causes such as the extraordinary 
weather conditions, lack of motor power, 
faiiure of consignees to move _§ freight 
promptly and difficulties in getting labor 
for this purpose are ali contributing causes 
and it is going to take a Herculean effort 
and close co-operation between the shippers 
and the railroad officials to make the 
prompt clearance which is absolutely neces- 
sary and without which shippers will suf- 
fer severely

Washington, January 16,—Recom- 
mendations for reorganization of the 
war supply machinery, as approved by 
the chamber of commerce of the United 
States were presented to the senate 
war inquiryggommittee today by Wad- 
dill Catchings» president of the Sloss- 
Sheffield Iron and Steel company. 

“All business men, I think,” said Mr. 
Catchings, “believe there is lack of 
central control and responsibility in 
our war program. Shipping is the 
principal part of the program, and yet 
it has not been given the right of way. 
Clearly we are not producing Ships and 
will not for many months. There is ab- 
solutely no one engaged in preparing 
a broad war program. 

“We have very great fear for indus- 
try. Reduction of the output of so0- 
called non-essentials is proposed and 
we fear the production of essentials 
will be far beyond possibility of trans- 
portation to the other side. We fear we 
will be facing a very disastrous and se- 
rious situation. We ought to have some 
central, responsible authority to pre- 
pare and push a broad industrial pro- 
gram for the war. We are at sea with- 
Out a chart.” 


Baker’s Plan Won’t Do. 
The war industries board, he said, 
cannot successfully act as the supreme 


authority, as proposed by Secretary Ba- 
ker in his reorganization Plan, because 


it has neither legal nor paramount au- 
thority. 


Mr. Catchings said the faults of Sec- 


retary Baker’s plan include divided 
purchasing responsibility and too large 
advisory functions instead of legally 
conferred authority. The purchasing 
plan, he said, was “most pernicious.” 

England, Mr. Catchings declared, has 
recognized the principle of centralized 
munitions control, although the British 
System is not ideal. Secretary Baker's 
statement that his organization virtual- 
ly is similar to the British munitions 
control Catchings flatly denied. He 
denied Baker's assertion that the Brit- 
ish munitions director has no jurisdic- 
tion over navy supplies. The British 
director, Catchings asserted, 
dodge or shift responsibility.

“We don’t care what the agency is, 
but we are contending for the princi- 
pie of having a central authority,” said 
Mr. Catchings.

The prevailing high price of cotton is 
absolutely in accord with the universally 
established law of supply and demand. 

With the American cotton crop of 1917 
but little over 10,500,000 bales, as compared 
with the much larger average crop of the 
past few years, the wonder is that the price 
of cotton has not gone even higher. 

Suppose, for instance, the wheat crop or 
the corn crop of the west were suddenly cut 
a fourth or a fifth. Wheat or corn would 
at once go to a price compared with which 
the present high price of cotton would be 
relatively very low. : 

The truth is that cotton at 30 cents 2 
pound is not a whit higher than is either 
wheat or corn or pork or wool or steel at 
the prevailing prices. The cotton farmer 
cannot, with 30-cent cotton, buy more wheat, 
corn, flour or meal, or pork products, wool- 
ens, leather or steel manufactures, etc., 
than he could before the general advances 
in the prices of of the products of the 
north, east and = § 

The cotton grower has fared far worse 
in the matter of price returns from his 
product than has the wheat or the corn 
producer—first, because the net price at 
which he has been able to sell his product 
has been relatively less than the return 
received by the wheat or corn grower, and, 
second, because he had small quantity pro 
duction to contend with, while the wheat 
and the corn men have had bumper yields. 

The cotton man has had extraordinary 
conditions, with accompanying excessive 
prices, in the fertilizer market with which 
to contend—an element which gives the 
wheat and corn growers little concern. The 
cotton man has had the boll weevil to com- 
bat—a pest that has no counterpart as af- 
fecting wheat or corn production. The 
cotton man has had a "labor shortage to 
hamper him, due to the exodus of negroes 
from the south—a condition which only 
helped the wheat and corn farmer. 

As a result of these adverse conditions, 
the cotton yield for 1917 is down more than 
@ million bales below normal, and mére 
than five million bales below the bumper 
crops. 

But the wheat and the corn farmer are 
enjoying the benefits of extraordinary 
prices, notwithstanding bumper crops, and 
with minimum prices fixed by the gover® 
ment insuring a wide margin of profit even 
under the most adverse conditions affecting 
production, and absolutely assuring a 
greater profit than the cotton grower can 
expect at 30 cents a pound. ‘ 

In view of all of which 30-cent cotton is 
cheap compared with $2.20 wheat—the min- 
imum to the farmer fixed by the federal 
government—or with the prices of corn, 
meat, wool, steel, implements, fertilizer, 
ghoes, harness, sugar, salt or anything else 


that the cotton farmer has to buy.

THE NUISANCE AND LAW. 


Now before the courts of this circuit for 
judicial determination is the all-important 
matter of deciding as to the extent to which 
fertilizer manufacturers may go in blight- 
ing a residential neighborhood. 

Up to now in every community in this 
country where the test has been made the 
definite policy has been established that 
whenever a fertilizer factory becomes a 
neighborhood nuisance, even though the 
neighborhood community developed subse- 
quently to the establishing of the plant, the 
fertilizer factory had to move on. 

In other words, if a fertilizer manufac- 
turer establishes his factory in the line of 
possible subsequent community develop- 
ment he does so at his own risk and when 
the community develops and the factory be- 
comes a nuisance it has to shift locality. 

Our attitude on this matter is now up 
for determination by the courts; and it is to 
be hoped that the decision here will not be 
varied from the universal decision upon this 
same identical principle the country over. 


TICKS AND PSYCHOLOGY. 


It may appear to be a far cry between 
psychology and the mean, lowly, gluttonous 
little monster known as the Texas fever 
cattle tick; but that there exists a relation- 
ship between the two subjects even a casual 
journey through a tick-infested district 
clearly proves. 

Benjamin W. Hunt, a venerable and 
highly-respected pioneer citizen of Eatonton, 
Ga. stresses this phase of the cattle-tick 
war now at its height in Georgia, in a com- 
munication appearing in a recent issue of 
The Constitution. 

“The greatest of the many burdens of the 
tick,” he said— 


“has never been stated by the statisti- 
cians, nor can it even approximately be 
explained in written or verbal state- 
ments, nor in dollars and cents: I re- 
fer to the depressing mental effect on 
the would-be live stock man resident in 
tick-infested territory, finding every an- 
imal, no matter how excellent the pedi- 
gree, individually inferior to one raised 
in a tick-free county. Balanced rations, 
scientific care, transcendent pedigree, are 
all more than counter-balanced by the 
presence of a parasite carrying the fe- 
ver germ, 

He submits in explanation that— 


“This unmeasurable psychological effect 
is necessarily omitted in arguments fa- 
voring tick eradication in a community 
divided on the economic benefits of the 
work.” 


Unfortunately for the whole state, there 
has in the past been a measure of divided 
sentiment in certain Georgia communities 
‘‘on the economic benefits of the work” of 
tick eradication; and so long as that existed 
a discussion of the mental and psychological 
influence exerted by the pest upon the resi- 
dents of tick-infested communities might 
have had the effect only of impeding the 
would-be eradicators. But now, happily, 
that division of opinon has just about disap- 
peared. The people of Georgia are fighting 
against the tick with a splendid degree of 
unanimity; and those who once opposed 
tick eradication are regretful. They have 
seen the light, and some of them are today 
among the tick’s most determined enemies. 

That the tick exerts a psychological in- 
fluence over men d communities whose 
cattle it infests not only is a fact, but it is 
an altogether natural fact. No man who 
sees his cattle growing thinner, more 
scrawny and emaciated day by day, notwith- 
standing that he feeds them well, sees that 
they have plenty of pure water and are 
otherwise well cared for, can avoid being 
downcast, disheartened, discouraged and 
out of tune with his neighbors and the 
world; no more than can the farmer when 
he sees the crops, in which he has placed 
great hopes and dependence, daily withering 
for the want of rain. 

What affects one man in a community 
affects the whole community. Thus it 
spreads to the entire state and is felt by 
every citizen and every business interest in 
the state. 

In the case of a community being held 
back by a drouth there is nothing to do but 
to suffer the consequences and wait for rain. 

It is different, however, with the tick 
evil. For that remedy is simple: The dip- 
ping vat! 

Stock men and citizens generally of the 
tick-infested localities have become con- 
vinced of this fact, and the result is the 
rapid disappearance of the tick. 
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What is the use of asking for “A Sane 
Prussia” where they’re all so mad each 
man thinks it’s the other fellow?

Since the government undertook the stu- 
pendous task of fixing prices there has been 
more or less criticism on the ground of dis- 
crimination. It is, therefore, interesting to 
observe the following statement made by 
Food Administrator Hoover in The New York 
World: . 

“If we are going to have general price- 
fixing, we must have power to fix prices all 
along the line. It is not fair to the farmer— 
nor, for that matter, to the retailer—to fix 
prices at which he must sell, if we do not 
fix prices at which he can buy. 

“The attempt to fix prices of the prod- 
ucts of other people is not made now for 
the first time. It has been the dream of 
good and bad men in all ages, and the story 
is one long record of failure and disaster.” 

When it was suggested in congress that 
price-fixing could not be partial but com- 
plete, embracing. every article that is bought 
and sold, the suggestion was ignored. Now 
Mr. Hoover begins to see the light. 

But still he only sees men as trees walk- 
If prices are to be fixed at all, the 
price of every article and of every influ- 
ence that enters into the production of steel 
or coal or wheat must be “fixed” in ad- 


ing.

Washington, January —16.—(Special.)— 
Detailed reports of the health conditions 
at the national guard and national army 


camps for the week ending January 4, have 


just been issued, and they give a clear in- 


sight into the actual health conditions at 
Camps Gordon and. Wheeler. At Camp Gor- 
don during the week there were a total of 
929 cases of sickness as compared to 848 for 
the week preceding. Of these. nine were 
pneumonia cases as compared to twenty-six 
the week preceding. Measles showed a gain, 
with 200 cases against 169 the week pre- 
ceding. Meningitis showed a decided gain 
with eleven cases. as compared to only five 
the week preceding. Other cases were di- 
vided among the variéus minor ailments. 
The death recora for Camp Gordon during 
the week ending January 4 was ten, which 
showed a decided increase over the phenom- 
enally excellent mortality record of this 
camp since its occupation. Of this ten, seven 
were from pneumenia, one from meningitis, 
one from rheumatic fever and one from 
splenic anemia. » 

On the whole, considering the number of 
men at Camp Gordon, the_record is far better 
than many of the camp&? deaths in some of 
which ran as high as forty durt®g the seven 
days. ’ 

As to Camp Wheeler during 
week— é 

There were a.total of 1,046 cases of sick- 
ness a8 compared to 1,147 the preceding 
week. There were 37 cases of pneumonia as 
compared to 50 the week preceding, which 
shows the disease is being gradually stamp- 
ed out. There were only two new cases of 
measles, and the diseases were scattered 
through the catalogue of other minor ail- 
ments. In deaths there were 16, as compared 
to 15 the week preceding, and of the 16 to 
die 14 succumbed to pneumonia.

The question of foods, the proper kind of 
foods for nourishment, at the same time 
mindful of the appetite, is such a big one to ev- 
ery American who earnestly and sincerely, 
feels the necessity for a conservation policy, 
that one doesn’t know where to get on or get 
off. A great many of the “food fads” are 
nothing more nor less than playthings. They 
serve to give a little diversion to social func- 
tions, and they are good excuses for a brand 
of patriotism that is as artificial as stage 
beauty—but as for constructive benefit they 
count for nothing. That does not lessen the 
absolute necessity for a conservation of those 
foods that are essential for the feeding of 
our men, and the men of our allies abroad. 
The matter of transportation, economy of 
packing space, carrying qualities, etc., enter 
into to such a degree that the real neces- 
sity is for those of us who stay at home to 
eat those foods that are just as nutritious, 
just as appetizing, just as healthful as those 
Seafoods, of course, 
is the answer in part, but everybody doesn’t 
How about the oyster? Nearly 


for food should be made, 

The oyster prodyction of the United 
Statés is greater than that of all other coun- 
tries combined, and there is available in 
this resource a vast quantity of animal food 
which should be utilized to the utmost at 
this time. 

+ Federal and state inspections are now 
given to the sanitary conditiong- of the beds 
and the handling of oysters, &nd the pro- 
ducers are co-operating to assure the purity 
of the product. 

Particular attention is called to not only 
the harmlessness but the excellence of 
“green-gilled” oysters, The gray-green col- 
or characteristic of this condition ig never 
found on the body of the oyster, but is 
confined to the gills, fleshy plates which 
are brought into view when the edge of 
the oyster “crimps” in cooking. It is derived 
from a vegetable coloring matter in some of 
the delicate microscopic plants on which the 
shellfish feeds. treen-gilled oysters are 
usually fat and of excellent flavor and in 
France are regarded as the best obtainable. 
In the United States there has existed a 
prejudice against them on account of the 
erroneous belief that the color is due to 
copper. 

The salt water bottoms of the southeast- 
ern states are loaded with oysters. I men- 
tion the southeast because there is a popular 
idea that an oyster that is obtained from any 
stream south of Norfolk is of little or no 
table value. On the coast of Georgia and 
Florida, and the many little salt creeks that 
make out from the big waters there are 
thousands of beds of oysters with their hun- 
dreds of thousands of bushels of as fine a 
food as the good Lord ever placed before 
a favored people. 

And so, in this day of food problems, I 
make a plea for the oyster— 

It is not one of the cheap foods when 
measured by the cost of its useful con- 
stituents, but it is valuable as an appetizing 


variant of the diet. The oyster ts without 
waste, digestible, wholesome and delicious.

I am a Georgian and have traveled all 
over the state, and in all sections of the 
state have discussed the need for Metter 
schools with the rich, the poor and th® mid- 
dle class. In answer to the question, “Why 
don’t you take advantage of the local sthool 
tax law and levy a local tax for school im- 
provement?” the replies were usually@like 
this: ““‘We don’t want to be taxed to educate 
the negro,” or ‘‘People who have no child 
of schoot.age would derive no benefit fr 
the tax, and therefore it is undemocratic,” 


etc. 
Of course, there are thousands of people 


in Georgia—and the number is increasing 
year by year—who want better school, 


facilities. 

The argument against being taxed to 
educate the negro is absurd, for the people 
are already taxed for that purpose, and the 
negro is making more of his educational op- 
portunities than is the white man. To use 
this argument is simply to hide our heads 
in the sand, ostrich-like, from the actual 
facts. On the other hand, the negro says if we 
do not give him better educational facilities 
he will go Where he can get them. And 


state, attracted to the north by the lure of 
high wages, a piteous wail went up that we 
were losing our labor and the state would 
be ruined. p 

We might as well say that families which 
have no criminals in them should not be 
taxed to support the police force as to argue 
against taxing a family with no children of 
a school age, for does not the educated neigh- 
bor make far better every other public in- 


stitution in the community? 

There have been many bills before the 
Georgia legislature. the adoption of any 
two or taree of them would nave given the 
state an ideal school system, but aiag! they 
aid not pass. 

There must be state supervision of the 
schools to the extent t a standard of 
efficiency must be set for each schvoi, and 
each county forced to levy a speciai school 
tax to support the schoois up to the stand- 
ard set by the state. There must be at least 
one high school in every county. ere 
consoliaation is practiced there must be tree 
transportation for the pupils. The textbooks 
must be purchased by the satate or counties 
ana furnished free, and tuition muat De free. 
Competent teachers must be employed, and 
the county school supervisor must be se- 
lected according to his qualifications for the 
place. And then—there must be compulsory 
attendance upon the part of the pupiis. 

This is not new. lit has been practiced by 
the northern and western states tor decades. 

But some will say it is paternalism. If it 
is, paternalism has been practiced by a ma- 
jority of the states of the union long enough 
to put their percentage of illiteracy very low 
oni raise the standards of living among their 
citizens, 

Fortunately there are men and women in 
Georgia in sufficient numbers to take the 
places as teachera when high standards of 
efficiency are required. They are not tow 
teaching, however, for the low salary of

SOGETY WOMEN FLOCK, 
‘TO ZOLLNER HEARING 


But Judge Clears Courtroom 
Before German Baroness 
Takes Stand. 


Knoxville, Tenn., January 16.—Baron- 
ess Iona Zoliner, alleged German agent, 
will probably take the witness stand in 
the United States district court here 
Thursday morning and tell the story 


of her life, the government having al- 
most completed its evidence in chief 
Wednesday afternoon. . Judge Edward 
T. Sanford denied the request of the 
woman’s attorney, C. C. Abernathy, that 
she be allowed to spend the night at a 
Jocal hotel and remanded her to the 
Knox county jail Wednesday afternoon 
after a number of witnesses for the 
government had been heard. 

The present hearing is on the peti- 
tion of Baroness Zoliner that. she be 
allowed bail pending trial on a charge 
of violating section two of the federal 
espionage act. While she has also filed 
a petition for release on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, the hearing on this petition 
will not come up for several days. 

Four or five hundred people, of which 
number probably more than 100 
Knoxville society women, packed the 
district courtroom at the federal build- 
ing long before the hour set for the be- 
Gaaing of the hearing had arrived 

Tednesday morning, and all eyes were 
upon Baroness Zollner, when, accom- 
panied by her two sons and Mr. Aber- 
nathy, she entered the room a few 
minutes after 9 o’clock and took her 
seat at the long bar table in front of 
the bench. 

Court had already opened and as 
soon as the petitioner had been seated, 
Judge Sanford gave instructions that 
the courtroom be cleared of all per- 
sons except court officers, attorneys 
and newspaper men. His order was car- 
ried out by United States Marshal J. 
R. Thompson and his corps of Scepetion, 
much to the disappointment of th 
large crowd that am athered for the 
hearing. No new evidence was intro- 
duced. 

While Baroness Zolliner appeared 
well composed upon entering’ the 
courtroom, her hand trembled nervously 
as she gtood up to take the oath. Then 
the rule was called for by District At- 
torney W. T. Kennerly and her two 
sons, together with the other witnesses, 
had to retire. 


BAD NEWS FROM RUSSIA 
CAUSED HIM 10 SUICIDE 


New York, January 16.—Despond- 
ency over the failure of a financial 
mission he had undertaken in this 
country for the former imperial gov- 
ernment of Russia, together with “bad 
news which he had received from Rus- 
sia,” was responsible for the atteumpt- 
ed suicide here today of Nicholas 
Iseguine, according to a statement is- 
sued tonight by Michael M. Oustinoff, 
Russian consul general in this city. 
Iseguine was found in his apartment 
with a bullet wound in his breast and 
it was said at a hospital that he had 
only a slight chance of recovery. 

Iseguine, according to Oustinoff, was 
connected “in an important way” with 
the former emperors minister of 
finance. He came to the United States 
to further “a most ambitious plan” to 
establish Russian state banks in vari- 
ous states of the union. This scheme 
fell through when “American bankers 


| opposed the plan quite vigorously.” 


‘Mr. Iseguine met with obstacles 
from the start,” the consul general 
said. “It wae originally planned to have 


;the Russian imperial government guar- 


antee the deposits of these proposed 
banks. The Russian government found 
that every state had its own banking 
regulations and it was necessary in or- 
der to carry out such a plan, to put up 
capital, aside from the objections raised 
by state banking departments.” 

The consul general said Mr. Iseguine 
has a wife and two children in Russia 
and he believed he recently had received 
bad news from home. 

The Russia's valet, William Filler, 
told police th. . at noon today his em- 
ployer sent him to the Russian con- 
sulate with a letter addressed to Consul 
General Oustinoff. Upon delivering this 
message Filler said he returned to the 
apartment accompanied by an attor- 
ney. 

Finding the door locked, they sum- 
moned police, who forced an entrance 
and found Iseguine lying on a couch 
with blood streaming from the wound 
in his breast. An automatic - pistol 
with one empty shell lay on the floor. 

The letter found in Iseguine’s rooms 
and ostensibly written by him said: 

“Death comes perfectly voluntarily. 
A number of personal reasons and no 
one in New York of the smallest de- 
gree is responsible for the course I 
have taken. I leave all my personal 
property to my valet, excepting such 
things as the Russian consul general 
may see fit to send to my family. I 
request that the Russian consul genera] 
be notified immediately.”

Both the president and the 
secretary oppose making a new cabinet 
officer, but in some quarters the belief 
is expressed that they will not seek to 
block the legislation with this feature 
eliminated. 

Committee members joined tonight 
in predicting that a substitute for 
Chairman ChambDerlain’s original meas- 
ure proposing a department of muni- 
tions with a cabinet head, would be 
brought out soon with unanimous sup- 

ort. As tentatively drafted the legis- 
ation would provide for a “director of 
war industries’’—an individual directly 
under the president without cabinet 
membership, but with sweeping author- 
ity to co-ordinate war industry and 
control production, purchase and dis- 
tribution of war supplies.

While most of the at- 
tacking. force was driven back: by 
the French fire, some detachments 
gained advanced elementa, from 
which, however, they were thrown out 
immediately.

Paris, January 16.-—“With the excep- 
tion of a lively artillery duel in Alsace 
between Thur and Doller there was 
nothing to report in the course of last 
night.” says the official statement is- 
sued today by the French war office. 
“The number of prisoners taken by the 
French when they raided the German 
trenches in the region of Badonvillers 
yesterday totalled forty, including one 
officer.”

“There were reconnaissances and 
lively artillery activity in the eastern 
sector of Asiago plateau and on the 
upper part of the salient of Monte 
Solarolo. 

“On Monday night to the east of 
Capo Sile a fresh counter attack was 
launched against our positions, but was 
repulsed and yesterday the artillery 
activity on both sides was considerable 
along the whole coastal region. 

“There was considerable aerial ac- 
tivity along the entire front British 
aviators brought down three enemy 
airplanes and our aviators brought 
down a fourth. Our anti-aircraft bat- 
teries accounted for a fifth.” 


STATE RAILWAY LAWS 
STAY IN FULL EFFECT 


McAdoo Talks to State 
Commissioners. 


Washington, January 16.—Al! state 
railway laws and regulations will re- 
main in full effect under government 
operation, Director General McAdoo to- 
day told a delegation representing the 
National Association of Railway and 
Utilities commissioners. . 

A specific order probably will be is- 
sued shortly. 

Such a ruling disposes of the conten- 
tion of many railroads that under gov- 
ernment operation they were not sub- 
ject elther to intrastate rates prescribed 
by state authorities, or to | 
regulations. Mr. McAdoo advised the 
commissioners to continue to exercise 
every function which they have held in 
the past, and to notify him of any dif- 
ficulties in relation with railroads. The 
commissioners were advised, however, 
not to order new construction by rail- 
roads, except in cases of absolute ne- 
cessity, in order to avoid capital ex- 
penditures during the war emergency.
